Prom the uluslxatious showa on PLtm la and II it will be spen to he a double - 
storeyed ouilclmg. It consists ot jiim rooms, ea"!! 10 -0" sp^uare and two entrance 
purcies on the grotind floor IG -S' by S'-C” (Hate III) and two square chambers on 
ills upper dour plaeea curnerwise and covered hy domes (Plate IV) 

Access is gained to the upper stoiey by two esccpuLonalli sleep and narrow 
aUzii Asi's, one on the soiitli-n asf and fhe other on the north-east comer of the biuhl- 
ing which J.md on the roofs — d u ones — of the eim'Io-stuiej't d looms beloTr At one 
time the cuter sn’ea of these roots, ttcie paitidlr euclosed by screens, and they weie 
in ail hkeliboud used by tiie ladies of the liarem as piomenades Thai they wore thus 
e(2v,icse.I IS cudent from a. high stoiey post still standing on the parapet of the roof 
over tiie north-east ground £oui chamber which toimed a part ti one of tie screeus, 
The wslls of the upper rooms art very thtoh and massive, but are thinned out at regu- 
lar intorraL by deep rceestes, wnieh form quite a rlta rat tenstic fvalnre of the Aloghal 
style of arohitectuie Of the leecs'^es we shall speak later on liomtho cutenot 
walls of the upper chambers, pretty hay windows, suppoited ou biackefs (Plate V). 
prcqeci Upon these the fair oecupanTs ot the rooms could reUmo and, when tired tif 
garmg at the cai red stone walls of then sanina, rest their ej es upon the green id endow

The building is raised from the ground oo a plmth (Plates II and VI) and is 
approached by smtdl flighis of steps in fiont of the doortn ys A detail of the pbnth 
IS bhown on Plate Til from which it will be S"fn to be panelled and finished off by 
three mouldings along the top Tlg central inemhar is prettily eaived by raised 
leaves looped together along the ■'op by a narrow band At the corners ot the.

The central panel of the end pier, on the rieht of the d/avring, is exoe^tiomllf well 
oarrcil with a heautiful open scroll temindiDg one somewhat of the scrolls found 
upon late Celtic work The top and bottom panels on the corresponding pier, on the 
left of the plate, ate almcri as vrtll executed, but vnth tjuite a ditferoat design, and 
one which although not tic same in every respect is tlosely allied to the central 
panel of the lourth pier from iha left side of the drawins 

Instead of the liraoieting used above the pirra on the inszdn of the porch, an 
enriched arched arcade has heen introduced The arehes are all stilted ami the 
Bpandtil piece's above are delicately eatvrd with scrolls, woven round lotus pater* 
in the imhclle In the tympana below are small shiPlds carved with leaves Sur- 
mounting the aicadp is a deep drip-stone or eave supported on handsome massive 
bracksta springing trom the fronts of the caps of the pilasters and which appear 
m elovation on the drawing Over the drip-stone h a rich teoze detailed on Mate 
XLIT The root is of cement, but hnished off along the top bj a stone ridge, leaf- 
cAivcd and Ssunaounted at the ends by moulded circular finials 

Beveriing agam to its constracuon, we find asiinilar contrivanoe has been 
resorted tc in forming the domes over two upper rooms This is apparent from 
the section through the hoilding given on Plate 71, which shows the elevatioa of 
o®6 of the domes and the section of the other and the outer shell in juxtaposition 
with the inner Had this device not been resorted to, we should have had one of two 
things either a very lofty room oat of proportaoa to its dimensions, or a very squat 
and ugly external dome, which would entirely have spoilt the appearance of the 
facade. By adopting this mode of construction these evils were avoided, and at the 
same tune, to some cstenc, additional coolness was secured to the room, which m a 
hot country like India is a tumg of paTamoont importance. 

On plan the xippei toobib aro hqnare, nlthongh ceiled by domes la order to 
arcoEaplish this, erune Unteh supported on laassire hraekets fsee Plates XI, XU, and 
XlUj, have been placed aiross the upper eoners of the room, thug altering the 
squarg into an octagonal shape Across the angles of the octagon other stones 
have been placed, and by so doing a drum of sixteen sides has been produced, and 
upon this the capote tests. The cupola is circular on. plan, but of a 'flattened 
spgmentdl-hke icction Intenariy the cupola is divided into sixteen pnaele bj raised 
flat ribs, ipringing from a slightiy-mouided comiBo capping the drum, and -which 
teriainate upon a very eflmive and well carved key-stoMc boss m the crown ot the 
dome. The hoe of the drum is carved tvith a raised repaatrng pattern of trefoil 
outline upon a ground of lenf ornamen'tahoa, A detail of this is sho-wu ou Plate 
XIT, from which it moll he seen that the ruwed ribs are of Y section and channelled

The designs upon the niisimry beiow the rewases in the walls, between the
